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Borough Zoning Board Holds 
Under Advisement Paolinfs 
Building Petition For Additon 

E. W. Burns Claims His View 
Would Be Shut Off; No 
Objections Raised by Others 

After listening to over one hour of arguments, the Nar- 
berth Zoning Board took over the petition of John Paolini, 
owner of the property located at 246 Woodbine Ave., Nar- 
berth, to build an one story addition to the present struc- 
ture, under advisement, + 



The petition made by Paolini 
was * gainst the refusal by George 
B. Supplee, Borough building in- 
spector to issue a permit to build 
the addition. 

The addition would be construct- 
ed in such a manner that the 
completed building would extend 
the length of the entire lot to the 
alley running along the rear of 
the' store. It would be one story 
high with a ceiling heiehth of 10 
feet. The addition would be used 
for additional storage and refrig- 
eration. , . . 

Paolini stated that he needed 
the extra space to take care of 
the increase in his business. When 
asked bv Borough solicitor Henry 
A. Frye whether he would take a 
smaller piece of ground if the 
board voted that way, Paolini re- 
plied that a smaller building would 
not be practical. 

Frve stated that, the only rea- 
son that the permit had been re- 
fused was the fact that zoning 
laws require a certain amount of 
air space surrounding a building 
containing living quarters. Paolini 
rents an apartment in the front of 
the second story of the building. 

Among the witnesses for Paolini 
were residents living on both Iona 
and. Woodside Aves. None of them 
objected to the building. 

Mr. and Mrs. E. W. Burns. 250 
Iona Ave., located directly behind 
Paolini's building raised loud ob- 
jections. They pointed out Uiat 
the addition would come to within 
six feet of their property and cut 
off their view. 

The board, composed of Robert 
Fellows Wood, chairman, Robert 
Wilson, and C. Fred Kuebler. ad- 
vised Paolini that after taking the 
case under advisement, they would 
notify him of their decision.

Complaints Drop Off 
To 15 for Month 
Of September 

Garbage complaints in Narberth 
Borough dropped to 15 in the 
month of September as compared 
with the record number of 131 dur- 
ing the month of August, accord- 
ing to the report of Robert Cam- 
eron, chairman of the Health. 
Light and Water committee of the 
Borough Council. 

T'ie drop in complaints followed 
actic taken by council following 
the report of the high number of 
complaints filed in the previous 
month. 

A letter was written by borough 
solicitor Henry Frye to the com- 
pany which holds the bond for 
John Neubert of Perkasie. Pa., who 
holds Die garbage collection con- 
tract. The letter complained of the 
poor collection service which was 
being given the borough. 

The contract with Neubert call- 
ed for garbage collection in the 
borough two days a week during 
the winter and three days a week 
during the Summer. Complaints 
had been few during the Winter 
but they had jumped out of pro- 
portion during the hot weather. 

Letters of complaint had been 
written to Neubert but had had 
no apparent effect. Previously 
council had accepted his reason 
for collections only two days 
weekly during the Summer due to 
the shortage of tires, gasoline and 
manpower. The chief complaint 
was that he was not collecting the 
garbage on the two days as his 
contract had called for. 



A program to train additional 
leaders for Main Line Boy Scout 
troops and Cub packs is getting 
under way this week and next.

Freeman M. Shelly, president, of 
the Philadelphia Rotary Club and , Da rking 
managing director of the Philadel- Without 
phia Zoological Gardens for the ' 
past 10 years, gave an informa- 
tive .ind humorous tall: on the 
Philadelphia Zoo at the meeting of 
tlie Baia-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary 
Club on Tuesday. 

He explained to the Rotarians 
that the Philadelphia Zoo is one 
of two major zoos in tine United 
States which has to charge ad- 
mission in order to meet, expenses. 
San Diego is the oilier. 

Though owned by the city, the 
zoo is managed by the Zoological 
Society, he said, so that politics 
doesn't enter into its management 
when elections change city offi- 
cials. 

He pointed out that the City of 
Philadelphia allows $62,000 yearly 
to maintain the zoo where as New 
York City allocated 5300,060 yearly 
for operational costs. That, lie 
said, was the reason for admission 
fees. 

Shelly told the group that the 
Philadelphia Zoo is the oldest in 
the country having been opened 



Narberth Borough councilmen 
meeting in Elm Hall at the same 
time revamped their local zoning 
and building codes to include pro- 
visions for the construction of pri- 
vate garages.

Haverford High Slight Favorite 
In 19th Game With L. Merion 



The football season on the Main 
Line readies its mid-season cli- 
max Saturday afternoon when 
neighboring Haverford High and 
Lower Merion clash in their 19th 
annual game on Fennypacker 
Field at Ardmore. The intense 
rivalry between the schools and 
the importance of the game in re- 
gards to the Suburban Big Six 
standings is expected to result in 
the season's biggest crowd — possi- 
bly some 7,000— by the time the 
teams line up for the opening 
kickoff at 2 P. M. 

Haverford is undefeated and 
will be a slight favorite to score 
its fourth straight despite the 
handicap of playing without its 
veteran halfback.
